WOMEN'S RIGHTS: SUBTLE BARRIERS 
Despite impressive gains in the scope of women's social and 
political rights, there have been few extensions of sex-linked boundaries 
in the prestigious male-dominated professions. The study identifies 
the structure and processes which act to limit participation and achieve¬ 
ment within those professions, identifies the channels of recruitment 
and advancement which are closed, and describes the modes of behav¬ 
ior that reinforce the minority position of women.
